Superintendent  of  Schools. 


All  the  elementary  school  children  of  Hill  have  now 
been  attending  the  Village  school  for  nearly  four  years. 
They  have  had  the  advantages  of  better  teachers,  better 
lighted  and  more  sanitary  school  rooms,  better  equip- 
ment with  which  to  work,  and  a  larger  social  group  for 
companionship  than  the  old  district  schools  could  afford. 
The  disadvantage,  or  perhaps  inconvenience,  is  the 
transportation,  especially  of  the  smaller  children. 

I  feel  confident,  however,  that  the  thoughtful  parent 
would  prefer  the  advantages  offered  by  the  present 
arrangement,  even  with  its  inconvenience,  than  to  return 
to  the  old  district  school  again  unless  it  could  be 
thoroughly  modernized.  Until  such  time  as  the  trans- 
portation charges  shall  exceed  the  cost  of  maintenance 
and  repairs,  I  should  recommend  the  continuance  of  the 
present  policy  of  maintaining  but  one  central  school 
building  as  the  policy  for  the  best  good  of  the  children. 

Next  year  may  present  another  problem,  I  say  another, 
because  there  have  been  several  in  the  past  few  years, 
relating  to  teachers,  school  houses,  transportation, 
crowded  rooms,  promotions,  etc.  These  problems  have 
been  solved  in  what  seemed  the  best  way,  though  oft- 
times  not  in  a  wholly  satisfactory  way  to  all  concerned. 

Next  September  it  would  appear  that  the  "number-of- 
pupils"  problem  would  again  present  itself. 

The  Grammar  room  now  has  more  seats  in  it  than 
it  should  have  and  no  vacant  seats.  There  is  no  seventh 
grade  this  year,  hence  no  class  to  leave  this  room  in 
June.  The  class  supposed  to  enter  this  room  next 
.September  will  number  eight. 
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The  number  leaving  the  Primary  room  will  be  re- 
placed in  September  by  a  class  of  thirteen  entering 
school  for  the  first  time.  Both  rooms  will  be  over- 
crowded, in  fact  one  of  them  cannot  accommodate  the 
probable  number. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  open  the  Center  school  and 
refuse  tuition  pupils,  to  relieve  the  possible  crowded 
condition  in  the  Village  school.  If  this  happens,  pro- 
vision will  need  be  made  for  extensive  repairs  on  the 
Center  school,  before  it  will  meet  approval. 

Hill  now  has  twenty-five  pupils  attending  junior  and 
senior  high  schools.  Assuming  that  none  of  these  leave 
school,  except  by  graduation  next  June,  there  will  be 
four  less  next  3'^ear  as  there  are  no  new  ones  to  enter 
and  four  who  will  graduate. 

The  Hill  pupils  in  Franklin  schools,  and  twenty-four 
of  the  above  mentioned  are  there,  are  doing  passing 
work  with  possibly  three  exceptions,  and  these  three 
are  not  failing  in  all  subjects.  Several  of  these  pupils 
are  showing  leadership  characteristics  recognized  by 
their  fellow  students  and  teachers.  They  are  given 
positions  of  responsibility  on  class  committees;  leading 
parts  in  plays  and  operettas;  are  elected  captains  of 
athletic  teams  or  leading  factors  in  them;  officers  in 
their  class,  etc. 

Developing  leadership  qualities  is  to-day  considered 
one  of  the  very  essential  parts  of  education. 

The  most  of  the  twenty-four  Hill  boys  and  girls  in 
Franklin  schools  are  using  their  time  well  and  seem  to 
appreciate  the  advantages  offered  them  by  their  town. 

One  prominent  weakness  in  most,  not  all,  of  the  Hill 
pupils  is  a  lack  of  general  knowledge  which  must  be 
acquired  largely  from  supplementary  reading  both  at 
home  and  in  school.     The  less  there  is  of  it  at  home  the 
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more  of  it  there  must  be  in  the  school.  There  is  not 
enough  of  supplementary  reading  material  in  the 
schools.  I  recommend  that  you  consider  this  in  making 
up  your  budget  for  1927-28. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  some  provision  be  made 
for  having  a  janitor  remain  in  the  school  building 
during  the  noon  hour,  while  the  teachers  are  home  to 
dinner.  The  children  should  not  be  left  there  alone, 
nor  the  teachers,  being  local  persons  with  homes  of 
their  own,  expected  to  remain  all  the  time. 

I  would  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  "storm 
signal"  or  "no  school  signal."  It  is  not  often  you  care 
to  use  it,  but  it  would  be  well  to  have  such  a  signal  in 
case  of  need. 

With  the  term  beginning  February  28th  it  is  my  pur- 
pose to  begin  a  series  of  standard  tests.  First,  the  diag- 
nostic tests,  to  determine  real  weaknesses  and  help  the 
teacher  to  better  know  how  to  be  helpful;  then  the 
intelligence  tests  and  classification  tests  and  special 
subject  tests. 

These  all  help  teacher  and  superintendent  in  checking 
up  their  own  work,  as  well  as  that  of  the  pupils,  and  in 
knowing  whether  the  children  are  up  to  standard  grade 
or  not.  Without  hesitation  I  can  say  the  schools  are 
doing  good  work  and  getting  good  results. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
done  by  both  teachers.  I  think  the  town  is  fortunate 
in  having  in  town  two  as  efficient  teachers. 

I  wish  also  to  again  express   my    appreciation    of    the 
courtesies  shown  and    co-operation    and    support    given 
by  your  board  in  the  past  five  years.
